Ford, county farm agent today made 
an interesting report of a rwcent trip 
into middle Tennessee which he made 
In company with several prominent 
Morgan County citizens with ’ the 
view to improving conditions in this 
county. 
Mr. Ford has been working for 
a long time in the interest of %be 
movement, ir» connection with the 
call made in these cities for an in­ 
creased supply of product suitable 
for dairy manufacturera, and 
the 
trip into Tennessee was jthe firkt step 
toward helping the Morgan County 
farmer increase his dividends at the 
end of the year: 
The following is Mr. Ford’s re­ 
port of the trip: 
i 
“Last week H. F. Bailey, W., E. 
Steed, L. M. Aday and myself made 
a trip to Columbia, Spring Hill and 
Franklin, Tenn., looking for good 
jerseys. Steed and Aday each bought 
and I bought a bull calf for L. E. 
Sandlin. 
Sandlin’s calf is from a cow that 
made 606 pounds of butter fat ip one 
year Otk two milkings a day, and his 
sire’s mother made 442 pounds in a 
year, beginning when 23 month* old. 
Also on two railkíugs a day. 
The 
herd from which this calf came is 
owned by Mrs. McKay, a widow, who 
makes her living by keeping a herd 
of the highest 
producing 
Jerseys. 
The herd is small, but the cowa are 
real producers. 
Mr. Sandlin 
has two 
registered 
Jersey cows and four heifers which 
he expects to have registered. With 
these cows and such an excellent bull 
as foundation, this herd should soon 
be a source of pride to the entire 
county. i 
Aday's buy is equally as well bred 
as Sandlins, though I do not have 
the details at harrd. Aday has 
one 
good pure bred heifer and an excel­ 
lent grade herd. 
He expects to gra­ 
dually replace his grades with high 
producing registered anjmals.
